Gains in Legislature. 

It is estimated that the legislature will show 
large gains in the Democratic membership, 
as the Progressives had more candidates 
than they did last year, which tended to 
weaken the strength of the Republican nomi- 
nees and help the Democrats. Eight mem- 
bers of the executive also were chosen, an@it 
is figured that this body will remain as it 
has been for years, one Democrat and seven 
Republicans 

There was a close fight in the Third con- 
gressional district, where there was a special 
election today to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Congressman Wilder, Republic- 
an. The total vote gave Calvin D. Paige a 
majority of 155. The vote was: Paige, Re- 
publican, 11,027; O'Connell, Democrat, 10,872; 
Marshall, Progressive, 5, 


Progressive Léads Republican. 

Charles Sumner Bird, the Progressive can- 
didate for governor, led Congressman Au- 
gustus P. Gardner, Republican, by 2,500 in 
210 cities and towns, including Boston, out 
of a total of 854 cities and towns in the state. 

Gov. Foss, who said he was going to be 
swept into office by an avalanche, was buried 
ufider one. Mr. Foss recelved in 210 cities and 
towns, including Boston, only 8,418 votes, 

The Foss votes clearly came from Re- 
publicam ranks, many of the business men 
marking their ballots for him because of his 
stand against the labor unions..

SETBACK FOR THE “DRYS.” 


‘Baltimore, Md., Nov. 4.—- [Special. I In the 
country's first federal senatorial élection by 
direct vote today Blair Lee, Democrat, is sent 
to the United States upper house. Lee, who 
was President Wilson’s choice for the toga 
succeeds William Jac kson, Republican, by a 
majority of at least 10,000. Democratic 
leaders claim the figures will reach 15,000. 

Emerson Harrington, Democrat, is elected 
state controller, and C. C. Magruder, Demé- 
crat. is chosen clerk of the state Court of 
Appeals. 

Although some of the leaders of the regular 
Democratic organization were not friendly 
to Lee, he was given loyal party support all 
along the line. United States Senator John 
Walter Smith, who recently made his peace 


with President Wilson, gave Lee help on the 


eastern shore, and all the counties on the 
peninsula gave him a big vote. 


Runs Behind Roosevelt. 

George Wellington, the Progressive can- 
didate for senator, ran far behind the vote 
Biven Theodore Roosevelt last year: The 
returns indicate that the progressive Re- 
publicans, as Roosevelt followers, have not 
averaged more than about 10 per cent of their 
Former vote. 

The Democratic majorities for senator and 
head of the state ticket show that President 
Wilson wielded a big influence in the Mary- 
land contest and that Secretary of State 
Bryan's vigorous campaign in this state was 
effective. 


Anti-Saloon League Loses. 

The injection of the liquor question into the 
senatorial fight had little effect. The Anti- 
Saloon league waged a bitter campaign 
against Lee and indorsed Thomas Parran, Re- 
publican, for senator. But the repeated ap- 
peals of Bryan to the voters not to permit a 
local issue to interfere with the election of a 
senator who would support the edministra- 
tion’s policies had the desired effect, and 
Democrats, machine and anti-machine, lined 
up solidly for Lee, Some of the candidates for 
the legislature who were indorsed by the 
Anti-Saloon league were defeated. 

Charies P. Coady, Democrat, was elected 
congressman in the Third district, the eastern 
half of Baltimore city, to succeed e 
Konig, Democrat, deceased. 

Owing to the long and complicated ballot 
and the slow old ‘time methods of counting 
in Maryland, the returns are slow in com- 
ing in. 


Control Both Houses, 

The Democrats will have complete control 
of both houses of the legislature. By ob- 
taining a two-thirds vote in the legislature 
they will be enabled to pats any political leg- 
islation they please over the Republican gov- 
ernor’s veto. 

All the Democrats elected to the legislature 
are organization men. The organization will 
thus be able to seize by legislative process 
every important office in Maryland, including 
police commissioners for Baltimore city and 
| the only office to be filled by the next legizia- 
pe in addition to its own corps of clerks and 

other employés, that of state treasurer. 

The indications are that the Democrats 
have elected the entire Baltimore city ticket, 
headed by Thomas M ¥ for sheriff.

HEAVY BALLOT PROVES SURPRISE 


Women swarmed to the polls yesterday in 
twenty-five Illinois municipalities, and, with 
the single exception of Duquoin, dealt sav- 
agely with the saloons. It was their first 
chance to vote directly on the saloon question 
under the township, unit local option law, as 
permitted by the statutory suffrage act 


Incomplete reports from the territory af- 
fectel, chiefly in the river counties in the ex- 
treme. southern part of the state, show the 
women were ready to vote with the opening 
of the polis and that they were opposed to 
saloons in about the ratio of four to one. 

Of a total of twenty-four cities and towns 
voting under the township unit law the drys 
won or retained eighteen, the weis held five, 
and there was a tie in one. 


Many Saloons Driven Out. 

The number of saloons el:minated is esti- 
maied roughly at sixty-five. One county, 
Massac, joins the ranks of the totally dry.“ 
bringing the latter number to thirty-one out 
of 102 in Illinois.

Jacksonville Remains “Dry.” 

Jacksonville. without saloons for six years 
under the township option law, refused to 
permit them to reénter business. although the 
liquor men put. up a tremendous battle, 
proffering a model license *’ ordinance. The 
answer of the women, after the hottest cam- 
paign ever fought in the city of 18,000, the 
reports say, was a vote of 2,978 dry to GI wet. 

Petersburg, the county seat of Menard 
county, with seven saloons. went dry by a 
majority of ten on the men’s side, but with 
the women dividing 647 to 206, dry and wet 
respectively. 

One-half of the business district of Beards- 
town was involved through the submission of 
the question in East Beardstown precinct. 
The men’s vote was 139 to 126, dry and wet, 
while the women voted 175 to 55. 

In Mound City, not far from Cairo on the 
Ohio river, there was a stiff fight, in which 
the negro vote was strongly involved. The 
city went wet by 327 in spite of tremendous 
efforts of the women, who worked on the 
streets against the saloons. 

Calhoun county, the peninsula between the 
Ilifnois and the Mississippi rivers, also was 
the scene of a stirring battle, the proposi- 
tion being up in six of the voting units. 


Ullin Women Oust Saloons. 

Uilin, in Pulaski county, voted out eight 
saloons, by a majority of 40, with 200 women 
voting. The women are marked up as re- 

sponsible for the result.

WILSON ELATED 
OVER ELECTIONS 


President Believes Results 
Will Aid Him in Influ- 
eneing Congress. 


RECEIVES RETURNS ALONE 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 4.—-[ Special. 
President Wileon is elated with the result of 
the elections and believes it wil! aid him ma- 
terlally in influencing congress to adopt his 
legislative policies, 

The president backed Fielder for governor 
of» New Jersey, Walsh for the governor- 
ship of Massachusetts, and Mitchel for the 
office of mayor of New York. The fact that 
the Democrats carried the president’s home 
state is regarded as a vindication for the 
chief executive. The overwhelming defeat 
of Fors in Massachusetts, who denounced 
Mr. Wilson, is accépted as evidence of the 
frame of mind of the voters of the Bay state. 

The downfal} of Tammany through the 
candidacy of a man appointed to office by the 
president will pave the way, it is believed. 
toward the reorganization of the party in the 
Empire state. 


Wilson Receives Returns Alone. 

Alone in his private office in the White 

House, Mr. Wilson. received tonight the elec- 
tien returns in the form of bulletins carried 
te him from time to time by Secretary 
Tumulty. In the Roosevelt and Taft admin- 
istrations election night was a big night at 
the White House, the president usually being 
surrounded by personal and political friends 
interested in the results. 
“But tonight the president sat without 
friends with both the elections and Mexico 
on hie mind. Mr. Tumuity and Representa- 
tive Doremus of Michigan, chairman of the 
Democratic congressional committee, were 
in Mr. Tumulty’s office, surrounded ed by mem- 
bers cf the press.

Fielder May Have Plurality of 
20,000 Over | Nearest 
Rival, Stokes. 


GREAT CHANGE IN VOTES. 


Trenton, N. J., Nov. 5.—Late returns in- 
dicate that James F. Fielder, Democrat, for 
governor has a plurality over Stokes, Repub- 
lican, of 20,000, and may go above that 
figure. 

The Democrats have elected five of the 
eight state senators chosen, which will make 
next winter's state senate, with the hold- 
overs, stand tWéIvé Democrats to nine Re- 
publicans. The Democrats elected their 
senatorial candidates in Bergen, Cumber- 
land, Hudson, Ocean, and Salem counties: 
Republicans elected their candidates in At- 
lantic, Mercer, and Morris. 

Late returns from Essex county indicate 
that the assembly ticket was carried by the 
Democrats. If this estimate is correct, the 
Democrats will control the assembly by a 
vote of 40 to 20. 


Vote for Colby Small. 

The surprising feature of the election is the 
light vote cast for Everett Colby, the Pro- 
gressive candidate. Colby’s vote probably 
will not exceed 40,000, as. compared with 
145,410 received a year ago by Col. Roose- 
velt for president. Fielder's vote is run- 
ning slightly below that received by Wood- 
row. Wilson a. year go, which was 178.289. 

Stokes“ vote probably will exceed 150,000, 
as compared with 88,838 received by Taft 
last year. 

Estimates from Hudson county, Fielder’s 
home, county, show that Fielder has carried 
it by 20,000, that he will have 3,000 in Mon- 
mouth, 1,500 in Middlesex, and 1,000 in 
Coin. at? 

Stokes apparently has carried Essex coun- 
ty, the home of Colby, and also the home of 
former Senator James Smith Jr., and former 
Democratic State Chairman Nugent, whom 
‘Fielder on the stump accused of working 
against him. Returns from thirty precincts 
in Newark, Essex county, gives Stokes 2,349:

Four Places; Open Town“ 
Policy Indorsed. 


The Democratic party won a sweeping vic- 
tory in the Indiana municipal elections yes- 
terday. The citizens’ movement ran second, 
in point of elections won, while the Repub- 


cant did little better than the Progressives. 


‘The most complete Democratic victories 


were in Indianapolis and Fort Wayne. Terre 


Haute, while in doubt, probably will go 
Democratic. In each of these cities the issue 


was an open town, „ with little inteerst as 


far as other party policies were concerned. 


Taggart Man Wine. 

In Indianapolis the fight was a straight out 
fight between wets and drys, the issue being 
an open town.” The wets won, electing 
Joseph E. Bell, wet candidate and backed by 
the Taggart machine and its ally, Crawford 
Fairbanks. The campaign involved a stirring 
fight over the question of repressing the lib- 
eral '’ elements. Dr. Woods, the reform can- 
didate, ran fourth. The Progressive nominée, 
Dr. Johnson, ran second. 

The Democratic victories mean a demand 
by Indiana voters for more liberal govern- 
ment, and come as the climax to an accumu- 
lation of sentiment against the dry "’ moye- 
ment formerly so strong. 

The same attitude and issue constituted 
the fight in the small cities. In a number 
of the smalier places, where the citizens’ 
tickets were victorious, the reform element 
won. 


Rioting at Terre Haute. 

Trouble started with the opening of the 
polls at Terre Haute. A number of persons 
were arrested, including several prominent 
citizens, who had credentials as Progressive 
party election officials. The Progressives had 
been given places on the election boards, Dut 
when they insisted on serving they were ar- 
rested. 

Fred B. Hagaman, head of the vocational 
department of the Terre Haute schools, was 
attacked from behind and so badly beaten 
that he had to be sent home. Miller Davis, a 
Republican politician, who went to Haga- 


man's assistance, also was knocked down 


and beaten. — 

At Rising Sun ministers sworn in as special 
policemefi patroled districts near the polling 
places to see that there were no liquor law 
violations. 


Returns from Forty-five Cities. 
Returns from forty-five cities, exclusive of 
Indianapolis, showed that thirty-two elected 
Democratic mayors, four Republican mayors, 
in seven the Citizens’ ticket won, and in 
two the Progressives were victorious. 
Of the large cities, Evansville, Terre Haute, 


| Fort Wayne, Muncie, Logansport, Anderson, 


and Vincennes will have Democratic admin- 
istrations, while in South Bend and Lafay- 
ette the Citizens’ ticket was elected. 

Richmond and Marion elected Progressive 
mayors, and the majority of Progressive 
candidates for other city offices. Laporte 
was the only one of the larger towns in 
which the Republican ticket was successful. 

The Richmond Progressives beside elect- 
ing their candidate for mayor. also cli ted 
a city clerk and a majority of the council- 
men. The Goshen Progressives elected 
Charles W. James, candidate for treasurer, 
and three councilmen. 


Progressives Best Republicana 

In some cities the Progressives ran far 
ahead of the Republicans. A feature of the 
South Bend campaign, however, was the 
failure of the voters to support either the Re- 
publican or Progressive candidates. 

One of the peculiarities of the Indiana situa- 
tion was the election in Greencastle of a 
Democratic mayor. Greencastle is the seat 
of DePauw university, a Methodist college. 
The reform element had countéd on the stu- 


dent votes in support of the dry ticket. 


Mishawaka is the only town reported as 
having elected an independent candidate. 
There Ralph W. Gaylor defeated Melville W. 
Mix by a majority of 400. Mix ran as a 
Democrat. He is a manufacturer and promi- 
nent in the State Association of Manufactur- 
ers.

tective. The promoter, who asserted he was 
a druggist. was released on $2,000 bail. 

The acquaintance of the pair has been a 
long one, and, according to Mrs. Gibson's tes- 
timony when sued by Mrs. Highland for 
alienation—she had set her affections at 
$15,000—the promoter has owed her money for 
a long time. In fact, she testified she made 
overtures to him only for the purpose of 


collecting her due. 


Began Ten Years Ago. 

Ten years ago, she says, she was induced 
to put $16,000 into an lowa company. After 
five years the investment had failed to pro- 
duce any material return, and she sued, 
obtaining judgments. The next trick was 
to collect on the judgments, and subsequent- 
ly Mrs. Gibson's lesses were increased by the 
$3,500 alienation judgment.

NEAR LIGHT RATE AGREEMENT 


City and Company Resume Ef- 
forts for Compact Tomorrow, 


Council Committee Turns Down Rad- 
ical Revision. er

Representatives of the City of Chicago and 
of the Commonwealth Edison company al- 
most came to an agreement yesterday on the 
revision of electric light rates. They are 
expected to reach an agreement tomorrow. 

By a-vote of 10 to 2 the commitee on gas, 
oll, and electric light turned down a motion 
for a revision slightly more stringent than 
that advocated by City Electrician Palmer, 
and agreed to by the company. It then took 
up Palmer's recommendation, but at the sug- 
gestion of Ald. Charles E. Merriam, action 
on it was deferred forty-eight hours to allow 
further consideration. 

“Three-Step” Charge. 

This rate would be a three step charge, 
consisting of a primary charge of 10 cents 
and a secondary ot 5 cents as at present, 
with an edditional or tertiary charge of 4 
cents from Dec. 1 to March 1, when it would 
be lowered to 3 cents, The company esti- 
mates this would be a reduction of $604,000 
in its annual receipts. 

The company’s consent to establish these 
rates was a further recession from its origi- 
nal position. 
was that the 3 cent tertiary charge could not 
be put into effect until May. Advancing 
the date two months was said to promise an 
additional cost of about $60,000 to the com- 
pany. 

Bowler Not Satisfied. 

Ald. James B. Bowler was not eatisfied with 
this proposition. When Ald. Eugene Block 
moved that the city fix the ratesas deseribed 
he presented a substitute motion that the 
acale of 10, 5, and 3 be put into effect im- 
mediately upon the passage of the ordi- 
nance. Ald. John Haderlein was the only one 
who voted with him. Those who opposed 
him were Ald. Merriam, Block, Vavricek, 
Beilfuss, Walkowiak, Hey, Twigeé, Janovsky, 


Bradshaw, and M. J. Healy.

M’MANIGAL’S HEALTH POOR? 


Prosecutor Fredericks Gives That 
Reason for Freeing Dynamiter 


RETURN TO JAIL? PERHAPS. 


Man Whose Confession Sent Plotters 
to Prison Gains Weight. 


los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 4-—“The poor 
health of Ortie E. MoManigal, the con- 
fessed dynamiter, was the official reason 
given today by District Attorney John D. 
Fredericks for ordering what is believed to 
be the permanent release from the county jafl 
of the untried co-worker of the McNamara 
brothers and chief witness against thirty- 
three union labor officials who were sentenced 
to the federal penitentiary at Leavenworth 
for complicity in a nation wide dynamite con- 
spiracy. 

“McManigal has been in poor health for 
dome time,“ said Fredericks today. and he 
has been taken out of jail.on the advice of 
a physician.” 

Will he be returned when he has re- 
covered 7? 

He may be back in a few days, a few weeks, 
or a few months” was the answer. 

„Will he positively return at some time?” 

Mr. Fredericks closed the interview with- 
out replying. 

According to jail attendants McManigal's 
appetite and constantly increasing girth and 
weight indicated that his ill health might 
have been due to overeating. They said, 
however, that he had actually gone to a 
hospital, but that it was to have a surgical 
operation performed to remove from his 
forehead a great scar, by which he feared 
former associates might recognize him.

Fees from Seven Cities. 
| The Cullerton resolution contained pur- 
ported information about the money paid to 
Mr. Arnold for work performed for seven 
cities in addition to Chicago. Mr. Arnold was 
aked if he knew where the alderman obtained 
the information. 

All I know,.“ he said, is that the chair- 
man of the railway terminals committee of 
the city council has been writing to other 
cities to find out my connections there. I 
know this from copies of his letters to those 
cities sent me by persons from whom he has 
inquired about me. I am perfectly willing 
that he find out everything, for I have noth- 
ing to conceal.” 


Cities Which Got Letters. 

Copies of letters from Ald. Geiger to men in 
Kansas City, San Francisco, and Buffalo 
have been sent to Mr. Arnold. These cities 
are among the seven listed in the Cullerton 
reasciution. From each of them he was listed 
as having received $40,000 for his services 
dus ing recent years. 

I don’t know anything about it,” said 
Ald.

WESTERN INDIANA CO. FAILS 
TO GET ORDINANCES APPROVED. 


Council Committee on Local Industries 
Defers Action on Retention of Tracks 
Across Taylor Street. 


The Western Indiana railroad failed to 
make a favorable impression yesterday upon 
the council committee on local industries. 
H. G. Hetzler, president, appeared before 
the committee, to explain why the company 
wants to retain tracks across Taylor street 
and Plymouth place, but the committee in- 
sisted upon seeing the plans of the company 
before taking action. 

These tracks were laid upon a temporary 
permit. Mr. Hetsler said that he only wanted 
these tracks “for two or three years” to 
connect with a temporary platform for the

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CANCER. 

HAT to do about cancer is a difficult 

question for anybody to answer. 

Those who know most about it find 

answering the most difficult. This 

is true of cancer as a public health 

question, as a question of individual preven- 

tion, and as a matter of cure im the individ- 
ual case. 

This being true, a secondary question 
arises: Should the subject be tabooed—the 
public and personal hygiene phases of it; 
should the individual with cancer be kept in 
the dark as to his illness? 

To my mind the policy of silence is a pol- 


f tures imposed by the raising, mobilizing, and 
transportation of an army adequate to per- 
form the tragic duty which may be before 
us and the fighting and maintenance of our 
forces the government almost certainly will 
have to go to the people.

The Michigan board of health has just 
published a brief analysis of the cancer death 
rate in that state, covering three points-- 
as to whether there was an increase in the 
rate for 1906-1910 as compared with that of 
1901-1905; the distribution in the different 
parts of the body, and the rate at different 
parts of the body. 

There was no increase in the second period. 
In men, 52 per cent of the cancers were in 
the stomach and liver. The intestines were 
next, with 12 per cent; the skin, 8 per cent; 
the mouth, 7 per cent. In women the stom- 
ach and liver had 34 per cent; the female 
organs, 24; the breast, 14; the intestines, 10; 
the skin, 3; the mouth, 2. Women are about 
half again as susceptible to cancer as men. 

The proportion of deaths from other dis- 
cases to death from cancer at the different 
age periods was as follows:

Thus we see that the death rate from can- 
cer in people from 40 to 75 is extremely high. 
Of all those who die between 55 and 60 
years of age in Michigan, one-sixth die 
from this disease alone.

Davenport tells us that cancer runs in fam- 
flies; that if in a given family more than 
one-tenth of the deaths occurring in the can- 
cer years [40 to 65]. are due to cancer the 
family is a cancer family. Either this fig- 
ure would have to be revised for Michigan, 
or else there are many cancer families in 
Michigan. i 

When any one disease kills one-sixth or 
one-seventh of all who die, and especially 
when the people who had that disease are 
of an age were they should be somewhere 
near their prime, it is time for the public 
health authorities to turn on all the light 
they can command. 

When any one disease is so important to 
any group of people as is this disease to 
those between 45 and 70 years of age, the 
Wise policy for them is to have careful ex- 
aminations of all suspicious places as soon 
as they are noted. This is wise, because if 
the place is not cancerous they get peace of 
mind; if it is cancerous they get care in the 
early stages. Proper care in the earliest 
stages frequently means cure.

You are a poor heat maker. Since you make so 
little heat your heat regulating apparatus econo- 
mizes by sending as little as possible to your skin, 
especially to the skin of your hands and feet. First, 
you should know whether you are anemic or not. 
You may have to leave this to a blood test. If 
anemia is not the cause, you must decide whether 
you will make more heat by muscular work, heavier 
eating, cold baths, air and water, followed by @ 
brisk rubbing, or whether you will increase your 
comfort by heavier clothing, particularly stock- 
ings. Old people must follow the latter plan, 
Young ones should follow the first. The young 
ones, if healthy, can train themselves to be good 
heat makers. Blood vessels to feet and hands of old 
people cannot carry enough blood to keep the skin 
warm all the time. They must help out by using 
woolen clothes to retain the heat in the skin.

HIS day, Nov. 5, is always celebrated 

throughout the United Kingdom as 

the anniversary of the historic gun- 

powder plot, by means of which Guy 

Fawkes and his fellow conspirators 
attempted to blow into eternity the lords 
and commons, leading statesmen and digni- 
taries of the realm, and the entire royal fam- 
ily, on the occasion of the opening of parlia- 
ment by James I. in 1605. 

Up to thirty years ago the anniversary 
was always made the occasion of a solemn 
thanksgiving service in all the churches of 
the Establishment, in gratitude for the pres- 
ervation of king and parliament from de- 
struction. : 

However, this service has been abolished, 
and the commemoration of the event is re- 
stricted to displays of fire works, and in the 
rural districts to processions, mainly of chil- 
dren, carrying an effigy of Guy Fawkes, 
which is subjected tq all sorts of contumely, 
being consumed at the close of the day ina 
bonfire.

Another survival of the affair is the elabor- 
ate search to which the vaults beneath the 
house of lords and commons are subjected 
on the eve of every opening of parliament. 
It may be recalled that it was in the vaults 
that Guy Fawkes was discovered with all his 
many barrels of powder on the eve of the 
opening of parliament in November, 1605. 

Nowadays these vaults are brilliantly 
lighted by means of electricity. In spite of 
this, they are solemnly searched by the high- 
est officials of parliament, carrying lanterns 
and escorted by a big detachment of Yeomen 
of the Guard in their Tudor costumes and by 
up-to-date metropolitan police. 


— 

There is one corps of the British army 
which always recalls the gunpowder plot 
with sorrow and shame—namely: the sov- 

ereign's bodyguard of Gentlemen at Arms. 
which prides itself on being the monarch’s 
„nearest guard. that is to say, the only one 
admitted to watch over his safety in the 
throne room, and every private of which has 
served up to the rank of major or of captain 
tn some crack cavalry or line regiment. 

James I. made the mistake of appointing 

the Earl of Northumberland, 
nowned for his eccentricity and for his er- 
ratic behavior, to the captaincy of this 
corps. Through his influence, his kinsman, 
Thomas Percy, managed to obtain a place 
in its ranks with the object of taking the 
king’s life, and eventually joined Guy 
Fawkes and his fellow conspirators in the 
gunpowder plot. 
True, it was Catesby who conceived the 
idea of making a holocaust of the whole royal 
family by blowing up the houses of parlia- 
ment instead of the mere assassination of 
the sovereign by Thomas Percy. But Percy 
was the actual tenant of the house from 
which the famous tunnel was dug into the 
vaults beneath the house of lords, and 
through which the powder needed for the 
projected outrage was conveyed. 

The premature discovery of the plot, of 
course, put it out of Thomas Percy’s power 
to carry out even his lesser plan of murder- 
ng the king, and he died beside Catesby with 
Als back against the wali of Holbeach house, 
the only case of a traitor in the ranks of the 
bodyguard of Gentiemen at Arms in all its 
ong history of over 400 years. }

of officer of the Legion of Honor upon Ed- 
nund Gosse, the celebrated librarian of the 
rouse of lords. Fe has frequently lectured 
n the United States and Canada on Ene’ish 
literature, and is one ot the best known Eng-

Ushmen of letters of the present day, both at 
home and abroad. 

Son of a famous zodlogist, whose principal 
labors and discoveries were made on this 
side of the Atlantic, he is of Scandinavian 
origin, his grandparents having been Nor- 
wegians. 

His office of Hbrarian of the house of lords 
is a most desirable appointment, carrying 
with it a salary of $5,000 a year as well as 
an official, furnished, lighted, and heated 
residence in the houses of parliament. 

The library itself is located on the main 
floor of the palace of Westminster, overlook- 
ing the Thames, and the collection contains 
some 50,000 volues and an immense number 
of valuable papers and parchments, includ- 
ing the original death warrant of Charles I. 

It leaves Edmund Gosse leisure to take 
charge of the libraries of several members 
of the house of lords, such as, for instance. 
the wonderful collection of books of the 
lake Duke of Devonshire, which he cata- 
logued and rearranged, weeding out all that 
was unworthy of preservation.

Formerly assistant librarian of the British 
museum, Mr. Gosse gave up that post in 
order to become the chief official trans!ator 
to the government department known as the 
board of trade, which is the English equiva- 
lent of the ministry of commerce in other 
countries. , 

Set in his opinions, he has been engaged in 
many bitter literary controversies, one of 
which was with Sir Edward Clarke, former 
solicitor general, and which was character- 
ized by a public correspondence so acri- 
monious as to become positively amusing.

The difficulty which has just been experi- 
enced by the convention of the bishops and 
clergy of the Protestant Episcopal church 
of the United States in New York in electing | 
a metropolitan and chief reminds me that 
in Roumania the metropolitan of the church 
is elected, not by the consistory of bishops, 
nor yet by the clergy, but by a convention 
comprising both the senate and lower house 
of the national legislature, sitting with the 
«wouse of bishops. 

In this way the metropolitan may be said 
to owe his office neither to the crown nor 
to the government, but to the peoplé as rep- 
resented by their parliament. He can, how- 
ever, be removed by the synod alone, with the 
sanction of the crown. 

— 

The last holder of the office was, indeed. 
cried by the synod on charges of immorality, 
brought by the bishop of Roman against 
him, on the strength of the testimony of a 
certain monk. | 

The trial took place in the cathedral at 
Bucherest, where the monk repeated his evi- 
dence at the altar. 

The archbishop metropolitan thereupon 
solemnly cursed the monk, who fell on his 
knees, begged for forgiveness, and admitted 
the falsity of his allegations. The arch- 
bishop refused to recall his curse, whereupon 
the monk fainted at his feet. It was found 
impossible to restore him to consciousness, 
and he died within half an hour. 

The bishop of Roman was deprived of his 
see, and the metropolitan was cleared by 
unanimous vote of the synod. 

The archbishop, though, was so indignant 
at the idea that any attention or credence 
should have been: accorded to charges of 
such a nature against a man of his standing 
and character that he insisted upon bein- 
relieved of the primary of Roumania, which 
carries with it the duties that are performe: 
in other countries by the cabinet minister of

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CRISIS IN CHINA: 
CHAOS IMMINENT 


President Expels More than 
300 of His Enemies from 
Parliament. 


FEAR NATION MAY FALL. 


Legations Believe Strong Action 
Is Necessary to Avert 
Disruption, 


PEKING, Nov. 5.—The struggle between 
the Chinese pariiament and President 
Yuan Shi Kai has brought about drastic ac- 
tion by the president, which in the opinion of 
many will have a serious effect on parlia- 
mentary government. : 5 

Lengthy presidential proclamations were 
issued at midnight expelling the Kwo Ming 
Tang party, numbering more than 300 mem- 
bers, from parliament. The proclamations 
recount the difficulties with which the gov- 
ernment has been struggling since the Man- 
chu régime, and describe disasters which 
it is feared will follow if parties such as the 
Kwo Ming Tang are permitted to exist. 

Dr. Sun Former Leader. 

The Kwo Ming Tang party formerly was 
headed by Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the first pro- 
visional president of China, who now is in 
exije, but during the recent rebellion was re- 
quired by Yuan Shi Kai to dismiss its south- 
orn leaders. Nevertheless members of the 
party continued to fight in parliament for 
the curtailment of Yuan Shi Kai's authority. 

A crisis in the situation was reached last 
week when the draft of the proposed con- 
st:tution made the president absolutely de- 
pendent upon the parliament. 


Martial Law in Peking. 

Martiai law is in operation in Peking. The 
nutborities are engaged in making arrests, 
und summary executions, which have been 
nuimercus since the rebellion began, it is 
understood will continue. Preparations are 
under way for the elder statesmen who 
served under the Manchus to resume their 
pesitions in the cabinet. 

At various legations the opinion is held 
that only by strong action can the president 
prevert the disruption of China by her own 
reople. Little has been accomplished by 
parliament, which has devoted its time to 
cppcsing the president since it convened, 
while disorders are spreading. 


COLONEL OFF TO BUENOS AIRES 


Roosevelt Leaves Montevideo After Be- 
ing Honor Guest at Banquet Given 
by President. 


MONTEVIDEO, Nov. 4.—After spending 
twelve hours in Montevideo Col. Roogevelt 
left tonight for Buenos Aires on board the 
scoutship Uruguay. During his brief stay 
here Col. Roosevelt was the guest of the 
president of the republic, José Battle y Or- 
donez, who gave a banquet in his honor at 
the palace. The cabinet ministers, the diplo- 
matic representatives, and several members 
ef the Roosevelt party attended. 


NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


PARIS—Dr. Menard, director of the radiography 
section of the Cochin hospital, has patented a 
love which will avert all danger to the operat- 
ing physician when using the X rays, It is said 
more than 500 physicians and surgeons are vic- 
tims every year of injuries, in most cases fatal, 
caused by the use of the X ray treatment. 

WINNIPEG, Man.—W. H. Montague, former 
minister of agriculture for Manitoba, was sworn 

in as minister of public works. 

PARIS—The French cabinet formally approved the 
budget for 1914. The loan which will be néces- 
sary is estimated at $260,000,000. This is to 
meet the deficit on the 1914 budget and pay off 
outstanding treasury bills covering previous 
deficits. 

BELFAST —A resolution to pay no taxes under an 
Irish home rule parliament and to make govern- 
ment under its rule impossible by unflinching and 
continuous obstruction of the law was passed at 
a demonstration of 6,000 business men of Ulster.

Hopes to Avoid Intervention. 

The latest development in President Wil- 
son's course is intended to effect a settlement 
of the Mexican problem without American 
intervention. There is he danger that Huer- 
ta may force such action, and if he does the 
United States at least will have some excuse 
therefor. Both Mr. Wilson and Mr. Bryan 
are as firmly opposed to intervention as they 
were when they first assumed office. They 
believed it would be more satisfactory from 
every point of view if the Mexicans should 
be allowed to work out their own salvation. 


Statement Made by Bryan. 

In order to allay apprehension of an imme- 
diate movement on the part of the United 
States Secretary Bryan, contrary to his es- 
tablished practice, took occasion today to 
issue a statement denying that an ultimatum 
had been presented to Huerta. This was his 
statement: 

IT have made it a rule not to discuss news- 
paper reports concerning international mat- 
ters, but the nature of the dispatches from 
Mexico this morning suggest a departure 
from the rule at this time No ultimatum 
has been sent to Mexico and it is unfortunate 
that the press should give credence to sucha 
report. 

“The harm done by speculation or even 
inaccuracies in regard to domestic questions 
is limited because the people are acquainted 
with the subject and can make allowances; 
but as misstatements in regard to interna- 
tional matters may lead to serious conse- 
quences I feel justified in making the above 
denlal.“ } 


CARRANZA ASKS INTENTIONS. 

Nogales, Sonora, Mex., Nov. 4.—Gen. Ve- 
nustiano Carranza, head of the Mexican con- 
stitutionalist revolutionary movement, asked 
‘Dr: Henry Allen Tupper of the International 
Peace Forum tonight to telegraph Secretary 
of State Bryan and learn if the reported 
American communication to Huerta indicat- 
ed an intention to intervene with arms in 
Mexico. 

The first chief of the constitutionalists also 
desired Dr. Tupper to express to Mr. Bryan 
his belief that armed intervention would bea 
grave mistake and uncalled for, since the con- 
stitutionalists were convinced that with the 
privilege of freely importing arms and war 
munitions they would be able to overthrow 
the Huerta régime in a short time. On the 
other hand, Gen. Carranza said it would re- 
quire years for the United States to pacify 
Mexico.

Nothing has been done, it is understood, 
beyond making informal inquiries at Wash- 
ington and Mexico City as to whether any- 
thing could be done to ease the present ten- 
sion and perhaps arrive at a satisfactory 
arrangement.

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IN RITUAL TRIAL 


Student of Theology Testifies 
There Is No Basis for 
Charges Made. 


TALMUD QUOTED BY HIM. 


Paper Attacks Attitude of Jew 
Who Had Become Priest 
and Accuser. 


. KIEFF, Nov. 4.—The defense scored today 


in the case against Mendel Beilis, who is on 
trial for the alleged murder of the Christian 
boy, Yushinsky, when Prof. Kokovsoff and 
Prof. Tihomiroff, theological experts, ridi- 
culed the idea that the Jews practiced ritual 
murder. Prof. Kokovsoff, who is attached 
to the St. Petersburg university and is a 
rélative of the Russian premier, said: 

“ Were I told that the body of a child had 
beer, drained of its blood and were it proved 
to me that this had been done by a Jew, the 
supposition that the crime had been per- 
petrated for the purposes of eating would be 
‘¢s3 absurd to my mind than the theory of 
rituai murder.” 


Found No Basis in Talmud. 

‘The witness could find nothing in the 
Talmud, he said, which directed the ritual 
murder of Christians. 

The prosecutor’s questions indicated that 
he attached much weight to the evidence of 
Father Pranaites. 

Counsel for the defense insisted that the 
charge of ritual murder should be thrashed 
out when the court reassembled today. 

We were not responsible for the raising 
of the charges of ritualism, the defending 
attorneys said, “ but now they have been 
brcught forward, the discussion of the sub- 
ject must not be artificially curtailed.” 

The judge ordered the resumption of the 
testimony of theological experts. 


Priest Attacked by Paper. 

The anti-Semite newspaper Kievlianian 
published today another bitter article on the 
exhibition made by Father Pranaites, for- 
merly a Jew and now a Catholic monk. The 
paper prints long extracts from his testi- 
mony.

ANSWERS ATTACK 


E. A. Banbroft Holds Govern- 
ment Has Not Proved 
Monopoly Charge. 


WANTS VICTIMS SHOWN. 


Counsel Asserts Farmers and 
Dealers Are Satisfied with 
the Prices. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 4.—Edgar A. Bancroft 
of Chicago, general counsel for the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, this afternoon 
entered the lists in the United States Dis- 
trict court in the arguments against the gov- 
ernment’s suit for dissolution of the har- 
vester concern under the Sherman law. 

Mr. Bancroft became sarcastic in his at- 
tack on the brief of the departmentof justice 
in the case and declared there was absolutely 
no evidence to sustain six of the seven 
charges contained in the brief and alleged 
that flve of the seven charges had been 
dropped out of the case and had not been 
mentioned, 

“Surely,” said Mr. Bahcroft, “the fact 
that the suit was filed during the heat of a 
presidential primary had nothing to do with 
these charges. Surely the fact that similar 
charges had been made in the tobacco case 
had nothing to do with these charges. 


Says Farmer Is Satisfied. 

Mr. Bancroft then reviewed the charges 
contained in the federal brief and continued: 

There were more than 2,000,000 farmers 
who had bought the machines of the Inter- 
national Harvester company. The Ameri- 
can farmer doesn’t seem to realize that this 
suit by the government is his deliverance. 
What is the matter with him? Asa matter 
of strict fact, complaint cannot be found. 

The government's adjectives in this case 
—throttled, coerced, oppressed, monopolized 
—are very good, but where are the victims? 
The federal counsel in this case stand in the 
peculiar poeition of having seventeen or 
eighteen volumes of evidence but no client. 

“The government in this suit has taken 
the position that the size of a business is 
what the Sherman law puts a limitto. Is 70 
per cent of the total business of the country 
in this line legal, or is 80 per cent Illegal? 


Denies Monopoly in Field. 

But the question is, after all, has the 
defendant done an injury to the trade and 
the public? Is the field tled up? Has there 
been coercion?

„Good service demanded that this condi- | 
tion be remedied, so. we were compelled to | 


order all north and south side trains through 
routed during the rush hours. It will reduce 
the confusion considerably and the passing 
of a few days, I am sure, will wipe it out 
almost entirely. 

Conditions during the rush hour yesterday 
morning were much improved over the cond!- 
tions twenty-four hours before, and the even- 
ing peak load period showed an increase 
in efficiency in handling the crowds. The 
west side trains on the inner loop went 
along like clockwork,” according to Mr. 
Budd. Their patrons were benefited, he said, 
by the saving of several minutes’ time in the 
average runaround the loop.

Discussing the Modern 
Spirit in German Song. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
EMBERS of the Germanistic society 
gathered in Fullerton hall last night 
to hear Karieton Hackett lecture on 
“The Modern Spirit in the German 
Lied. Hans Schroeder, baritone, as- 
sisted the lecturer, contributing examples of 
recent German song selected from the works 
of Hugo Wolf, Max Reger, and Richard 
Strauss. Mr. Hackett has the happy gift of 
the story teller which he exploits in engag- 
His talk dealt more with the per- 
sonalities of the composers than with the char- 
acteristics of their work. He sought to give 
the listener some conception of the spirit of 
each man, employing anecdote, moralizing, oc- 
casionally hazarding a good joke or a bad pun. 
His only concession to tradition was repre- 
sented by a fling at his colleagues of the 
press, Every critic who adventures before 
the public in person is supposed to prove his 
fearlessness and independence by saying some. 
thing pungent about the members of his craft. 
Mr. Hackett called us cattle. Otherwise his 
discourse was everything which the average 
lecture on musical subjects-is not. It was en- 
tertaining;: it avoided technicalities, and it 
was exceedingly cautious in the expression of 
decided opinions. 
it seemed the lecturer's intention to put his 
listeners in a receptive. mood for the songs to 
be presented and, having prepared the Way, to 
leave them to form their own opinions as to the 
particular additions to modernism accom- 
plished by each composer. Since music must 
ever be its own best advocate, this method has 
much to retommend it. The only plea which 
Mr. Hackett had to offer in behalf of the mod- 
ern spirit resoived itself into a statement of its 
inevitableness. Whether he liked it or not, the 
hearer Was assured that it had come to stay: 
that a return to the simplicity of an earlier 
age was impossible; that new wine could: not 
be put into old skins; that new truths could 
not We stated in a vocabulary already ex- 
hausted. 


Accepting Mr. Hackett's implied invitation 
to form an opinion as to the respective merits 
of the songs presented, it may be stated that 
those of Wolf showed the greatest originality, 
the most exalted poetry; those of Reger were 
naively genial, and those of Strauss superla- 
tive in teehnical attributes, but somewhat bar- 
ren in spirit. Mr. Schroeder sang all with ad- 
mirable taste. Especially deserving of com- 
mendation were, however, Wolfs “Der Girt- 
ner“ and “Er ist’s,” Reger’s Flieder,“ where- 
in the singer sustained an exquisitely tenuous 
tone, and Strauss’ “Ach weh' mir, ungliick- 
haftem Mann” and Der Arbeitsmann.” Of 
the latter the first had its obvious humor en- 
hanced by an unaccustomed touch of imagina- 
tion, and the second profited by a dignity of 
presentation that more than counterbalanced 
its somewhat bombastic manner.

APPEALS FOR FUND 
10 SAVE TRINITY 


South Side Episeopal Church 
Fears It May Be Forced to 
Close Its Doors. 


Another church in the nearer south side 
district is feeling the effect of the steady 
southward of business interests. 
Trinity Episcopal church, at one time the 
most fashionable Episcopal church in the 
city, with a large congregation of wealthy 
persons, will tlose its doors next May un- 
less an endowment fund of $200,000 can be 
raised. 80 far, and the campaign has been 
on for some time, only $30,000 of that amount 
has been secured. 

The church stands at Michigan avenue 
and Twenty-sixth street. In the old days 
the south side colony living along Michi- 
gan avenue and Calumet avenue made up 
the church’s congregation. 


District Changes Gradually. 

A big church was built, and one of the 
largest parish houses in thc city was erected 
in connection with it. Then came the grad- 
val change in the makeup of residents and 
the invasion of the automobile business, 80 
that now the neighborhood is made up chiefly 
of students of medical and veterinary 
schools. a 

A few years ago the Rev. John Moore Mo- 
Gann took charge of the church. It had 
been without a rector for two years. He 
opened the parish house, facing Twenty- 
sixth street, and numerous clubs were 
formed. 

Accor@’hg to Dr. McGann, the clubs and 
societies have the largest membership of 
| any Protestant church in Chicago, and 
during the last thirty days 6,000 persons 
used the parish house. 


Expense of Social Work. 

The expense of the social work has been 
high. The revenue from the medical stu- 
dents has beenlow. Ninety per cent of the 
club membership is not affiliated with the 
church. The revenue of the church has 
come almost entirely from a group of porth 
siders, who attended the church before mov- 
ing from the south side. Now the cur- 
rent expenses cannot be covered by con- 
tributions and without endowment the 
church must face an increasing deficit. 

“The members of the vestry have been 
in consultation with Bishop Anderson,” said 
Dr. McGann yesterday, but there appears 
to be no wey to save the work uniess the 
endowment can be obtained. Two other 
large churches, in the neighborhood have 
an endowment of from 6300 000 to $400,000,”
